O'Brien said, "he told us we were-to 
make absolutely no arrests for viola

of the

Assistant State's Attorney Johnson 
said he would-introduce evidence to 
show no effort at all was made to en 
force the Sunday closing order agains 
saloonkeepers who were allied wltl

The College of Agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, assisted by three 
manufacturing 
companies, and 
the 
Wisconsin Advancement 
association, 
have been responsible for the series 
of demonstrations, which have been 
witnessed by 15,000 people, largely 
farmers and settlers' directly inter- 
ested in finding quicker, cheaper and 
casiev ways of land clearing. Since 
it started, the train has been working 
over an itinerary of 17 towns in 10 
counties, with an 
extra demonstra- 
tion at the Ladysmith fair. 
Horse power pumping; machinery, a 
one man puller, and dynamite have 
been used on the trip. 
The stumps 
have been piled for burning by the 
home-made .Conrath piler, the inven 
tion of a Wisconsin settler.

CREAM CITY MEETING 


Milwaukee, Wis.. Oct. 19.—Declar- 
ing: that the United States should =;o 
in for industrial 
preparedness 
that 
will injure a condition of genuine and 
general 
prosperity, Charles 
Nagel. 
secretary of commerce and labor un- 
der President Taft, made a convinc- 
ing appeal for the republican protec- 
tive tariff before an audience that fill- 
ed PlankJnton hall, the Auditorium, 
Tuesday night. Mr. Nagel asserted 
that democratic legislation 
has been 
merelv compromise 
in the face of 
emergency, and he said 
it is high 
time the republicans were put back 
Into power, so that the country may 
be assured of such foresighted legis- 
lation as would anticipate a situation 
and not merely wait for it. He antici- 
pates hat grave conditions may resWlt 
from the deplorable neglect of foreign 
markets, which he enumerated as one 
of the flagrant mistakes of the demo- 
cratic administration. 
Mr. Nagel does not share the ap- 
prehension of those who prophesy 
that this.country- will be flooded with 
an influx of cheap European labor af- 
ter tiie war. 
He believes 
that the 
same manhood and womanhood that 
are standing Sj their, countries un- 
der ••tress'-of.'war, will continue to 
stand by their countries after the war 


Buf he declared that this country 
is entirely unprepared 
to meet 
the 
commercial conditions that will result 
from competition -with these people, 
who will work and practice sell-abne- 
gation after peace is restored, in a 
patriotic effort to build up their coun- 
tries. He declared his inability to 
see an> material difference between 
an influx of cheap goods and having 
the people come over here bodily ana 
undermine American labor, and citea 
the case of Japanese 
manufacture, 
wheie capital, modern enterprise ana 
ability are coupled 
with a laboring 
class that is willing to work under old 
conditions. 
Puncturing the picture of alleged 
prosperity under the 
democratic re- 
gime,' Mr. Nagel said: "Don't let any- 
one tell you that prosperity results 
from changing factories into ammuni- 
tion manufactories. A very small cir- 
cle of men outside the wage-earners 
make all the money. 
"This war will end one of these days 
and when It does, where will the wage- 
earners be who get «ood salaries now 
in the ammunition business? 
There 
will be no export markets because 
these have been neglected during the 
war. Men will not only get low wages, 
they will get none at all. We should 
not lull ourselves into the delusion 
that this is real prosperity."

Manitowoc, Oct. 19.—Train No. Ill, 


limited, on the Chicago and North- 
western railroad, running from Mil- 
waukee to Ashland, was wrecked in- 
side the local yards early today about 
half a. mile from the depot, Engineer 
Robert Fitzgerald, aged sixty, of Mil- 
waukee, being killed outright, and Al- 
bert Duchaise, aged thirty-six, fireman, 
of Green Bay, is believed to be 'buried 
under the wreck. Several others oa 
the train received minor injuries. 


Switch Tampered With. 


A) switch leading to the plant of the 
Invincible company had been thrown 
after a lock was broken, and the mis- 
creant had taken the switch light, 
turning it so that a green light, indi- 
cating a clear track, was shown. 
The fact that the train was made 
up of steel cars and was running slow, 
prevented the loss of life to about 
fifty persons on fie train. It was the 
fifth attempt In several months to 
wreck this limited train since last 


The engine rolled over on its side, 
and the baggage car and tender went 
into the ditch six feet down an em- 
bankment. 
Seven coaches, a chair 
car and two or three sleepers did not 
leave the track. Had the cars been 
wooden, the loss of life would have 
been serious. 
Conductor George Gaffney of Mil- 
waukee was in charge of the train, 
and William Williams was the express 
messenger. 
Williams was -thrown 
against the side of the mail car, and 
Peter Mittnacht, a mail man, was 
buried under a pile of sacks torn from 
their hangings, but escaped serious in- 
juries 
A number of Manitowoc peo- 
ple w-ers aboard the train but none 
were hurt. 
Fire Truck Hits Street Car. 


The fire department, in answering 
a call, collided with a street car, the 
hook and ladder demolishing 
the 
front part of the car. 


•V call was sent to Green Bay for a 
wrecking outfit, but the wrecker was 
too small to handle the situation, and 
a wrecker was sent from Chicago, as 
the Milwaukee outfit was in use on 
the Madison- division. Superintendent 
La Comb of Green Bay and Chief of 
Motor Pow-er Hoyt, of Chicago, are at 
the-scene. Since last'sprinx mil trains 
have been ordered to slow down while 
passing through the Calumet yards. 


Many Attempts. 
Chicago, Oct. 19.—At the 
general 
offices of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern today it was said that the repeat- 
ed attempts to wreck this particular 
train was probably the work of an in- 
sane person. 
The first attempt was made three 
years ago when the engine was de- 
railed. 
Subsequent attempts also on 
the same train were made in the same 
general neighborhood as that of last 
night. Detectives worked on the vari- 
ous cases without discovering the 
wrecker, and it became the practice of 
the road to run all trains slowly 1n 
the Manltowoc yards. A force of rail- 
road detectives left here for Manito- 
woc immediately upon receiving news

British Airmen as Result of Raid 
in 


Egypt Gain Advantage by 


Thriling Flight!.

Ismailia. Egypt, Oct, 
19.—British 
aviators claim a record feat perform- 
ed during the recent raid 
on 
the 
Turkish aerodrome at El Arish. 
During the raid one of the 
pilots 
was forced to land several miles west 
of El Arisb, his machine having been 
damaged by shrapnel. 
While trying 
to repair his engine, he was discov- 
ered by another British machine, car- 
rying a pilot and an observer, which 
landed beside him to render assist- 
ance. 
It was found 
that the dam- 
aged machine was past repair 
and 
the aviators burned it to prevent it 
from falling into the hands of the 
Turks. The problem then was wheth- 
er the rescuing aeroplane would be 
able to carry the three men away. 
All three climbed in, the rescued man 
crowding in on top of the observer. 
Several attempts were made to get 
away but the ground was 
bad and 
the load too heavy. 
Finally one of 
the aviators found a stretch of hard 
ground to which the 
machine 
was 
taken and finally it got into the air 
with its big load. 
Ninety miles across the desert the 
'three men flew until they 
reached 
safety at Kantara. It is claimed that 
no two-passenger machine has ever 
before flown ninety miles with three 
people aboard and that the rescue is 
one of the most unusual since the be- 
ginning of the war.

"Unless an embargo on exportation 
of flour and wheat is declared," said

"there will be a wheat famine before 
spring. Even as the situation is now, 
smaller millers are 
shutting 
down 
their plants and filling their orders by 
buving from Minneapolis mills." 
"If wheat goes up, flour gpes up," 
said B. H. Dahlheimer, president, of 
the Master Bakers' association. "\\e 
must increase the price of bread, or 
decrease 
the 
size of the bread in 
order to live."

May Propose Grouping of Small Com- 


munities into Health District in 


Charge of a Competent 


Official.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 19.—Legislation 
for the improvement of public health 
administration in Wisconsin will be 
proposed at the next session of the 
legislature, to open in January. A 
measure of chief importance, now un- 
der consideration, aims to raise tne 
qualifications and compensation of lo- 
cal health officers. Jt is proposed to 
enlarge the health units by permitting 
the grouping of adjacent communities 
into health districts, each under the 
supervision of a well qualified ana 
properly paid public health expert. 
This plan is not designed to abolish 
the local health officer, but will per- 
mit adjacent towns and cities to join 
in the hiring of a competent man m 
order to secure the most efficient ser- 
V* A*" county health officer, while de 
sirable to have in some ways, is not 
considered practicable because such a 
health officer would be obliged to cov- 
er too much ground at the expense of 
efficiency. 
On account of the large 
territory to be supervised by a county 
health officer, it would still be neces- 
sary to employ local health officers in 
order properly to handle such emer- 
gencies as disease outbreaks, quaran- 
tine, abatement of nuisances, and oth- 
er occurrences requiring immediate 
action or remedv. 
The state health department has 
long held that a community is better 
off when it employs a full-time health

ouired bv law to have a health officer. 
They can pay neither the salary nor 
the. necessary expenses of a properly 
qualified public health expert,

The solution of this problem, m tbe 
belief of the state health officials, lies 
in grouping small communities into 
local 
health 
districts 
containing 
enough people to justify and permit 
the maintenance of a complete health 
department with an expert full-time 
health officer at its head. Wisconsin 
now has about 1,500 local health offi- 
cers, many of them in places of less 
than one thousand inhabitants. They 
can not expect to have full-time exe- 
cutive health officers. 
If they had. it 
would be wasteful, because the unit of 
health government is often too small. 
Combination- into suitable districts 
contemplates giving an 
economical 
unit for health administration. 
"In order to settle the legal diffi- 
culties which now confront communi- 
ties which wish to combine into local 
health districts," said a state health 
official today, "a state law is needed 
which will permit such organization 
and definitely settle the procedure. 
Such a law will enable towns, villages 
and cities to realize their ambition to 
maintain a health department capable 
of giving proper protection to their 
citizens. By uniting they will be able 
to employ a trained, full-time public 
health executive as head of their | 
health department. This could be ac- j 
complished at low per capita expense 
if the local district is made to include 
a 
suitable 
population. 
preferably j 
about 20,000 people. Much expense I 
might be saved 
by eliminating the 1 
duplication of the present system un-' 
der which every town works by itself 
or neglects disease prevention. 
It is 
wasteful to maintain three part-time 
executives in three small adjacent cit 
ies. Business efficiency is needed in 
local health work. 
We should, get 
more results for every dollar spent.1

COMPENSATION LAW 


DISLIKED IN PANAMA 


Mercahnts and Bu«ines« lnter««t« Op- 


poce Statute Passed by Re put, 


lie's Assembly.

Panama, Oct. 19.—The employers' 
liability law which has passed 
the 
national assembly and is in the hands 
of the President for signature is be- 
ing'Vigorously opposed by local busi- 
ness interests and foreign corpora- 
tions doing business in the Republic. 
The latter feel that in event of the 
act becoming a law it will be applied 
unequally and made a means of hold- 
ing up the outside corporations. The 
opposition of local interests is based 
partly on the application, of the law 
to themselves and partly on the gener- 
al desire to have nothing done to dis- 
courage the investment of capital. 
The most objectionable feature, ac- 
cording to the oposing employers, is 
the provision of half pay during sick- 
ness incurred while at work. This is 
believed to be capable of 
infinite 
abuse, for the reason that many of 
the laborers lay off a great deal and 
He around their quarters in a condi- 
tion between plain laziness and 
a. 
sort of sickness which is the result o£ 
hookworm and lack of proper nour- 
ishment. About 70 per cent of 
the 
people have the hookworm, accord- 
ing to the reports of'the Rockefeller 
Foundation and in some 
districts 
over half of the people are chronically 
infected with malarial fever. 
A-notb^r prime objection 
to 
the 
law lies in the procedure outlined for 
its application. 
This requires that 


funds be deposited in the 
National 
treasury to guarantee the payment of 
liabilities, or that every employee b> 
insured in an insurance company for 
the purpose to be organized in Pan- 
ama. The foreign corporations pro- 
fess to believe that the funds 
thr-y 
pi t up will be stolen.; and they do 
not think an insurance company cnuM 
•be handled economically or even safe, 
ly so that they would be 
liable to 
lose all they invested with one. 
The corporations contend that the 


law, while excellent in many respoots, 
is too far ahead of the economic ami 
sanitary developments of Panama. 
They claim it has 
been 
adopted 
from laws recently enacted in highly 
developed countries and is not applic- 
able to Panama.
